Archbishop of Canterbury, 
primate of all England, has 
called on all his countrymen 
to observe Sept. 7 as a Na- 
tional Day of Prayer and has 
asked for s pecial/remem- 
brance of “the armies and 
peoples of Russia in their 
heroic resistance to Ger- 
many.” 

The announcement, made 
public here by the British 
Press Service, 30 Rockefeller 
Plaza, also cites the declara- 
tion of a high Soviet official 
that “there never was any 
persecution of Christians as 
such in Russia.” 

The text of the British 
Press Service announcement 
follows: 

In accordance with His 
Majesty’s desire, Sunday, 
Sept. 7 (commemorating the 
first Sunday following the 
outbreak of the war) will be 
observed as National Day of 
Prayer. 


“Archbishop of Canter- 
bury in a statement says 
that there will be a wide- 
spread national response 
and adds that there is a 
special call to remember in 

prayer the armies and peo- 
ples of Russia in their 
heroic resistance against 
Germany, and also the new 
anxieties arising in the 
Near East and the Far East.

“Dear brothers! I am a Polish 
soll tiller from the village of 
Truszica Lubliniocka: In June, 
1940, the Germans forcibly mo- 
bilized me into their army and now 
sent me to fight against our Russian 
brothers. Hitler wants to conquer 
the whole world. This insatiable 
vampire is hated by everybody and 
above all by the Poles whom the 
Germans. do not consider human 
beings and even forbid them to 
speak their native language.. There 
were seven Poles in our 5th Com- 
pany, 7th Infantry Regiment. The 
German commanders assigned us to 
the hardest labor and drove us into 
battle in front of their troops. 


SOUGHT TO DESERT 

“But none of us wanted to fight 
for Hitler. We all pledged to go 
over to the Red Army at the first 
opportunity. Near the city of X 
I surrendered to the first Russian 
soldier’ I came across. While still 
at the front I used to say to my 
comrades that it would have been 
good to fight against the Germans 
in the Polish Army.

Of Sea Safety Rules 


Express ‘Grave Concern’ Over. Executive Order; 
, Declare Move Will Not Aid Speedy Delivery 
of War Supplies Against Nazis 


The National Maritime Union on Wednesday expressed 
“grave concern” over an executive order waiving compliance 
with provisions of Federal Statutes governing safety-at-sea 
‘regulations on certain American vessels for the duration of 


the war. 

Rather than speeding up war ma- 
terial to the forces fighting Ger- 
man fascism, the NMU is of the 
opinion that any move in the direc- 
tion of lessening restrictions on sea- 
safety devices will work to the con- 
trary. The NMU statement makes 
it clear that American seamen rec- 
ognize the dangers of fascism and 
are ready to sacrifice to defeat it. 

The statement follows: 


“The National Maritime Union 
noted with grave concern the 
‘Executive Order Waiving Com- 
pliance with Provisions of Law Re- 
lating to Masters, Officers, Members 
of the Crew and Crew Accommoda- 
tions on Certain Vessels.’ 


“We reccgnize that in order to 
successfully wage the fight against 
Hitlerism, material aid must be 
supplied to those forces fighting 
fascism. We further recognize that 
such practical aid requires vast addi- 
tions to the Merchant Marine in 
both ships ‘and personnel.

The Tammany bills would con- 
tinue the old political patronage by 
abolishing the county officers and 
replacing them by politically~elect- 
ed city-wide officers. 

Mr. Isaacs, the lone opponent of 
the Fusion move to appease Tam- 
many Hall, charged that the move 
to put the Sharkey propositions 
on the ballot along the Fusion 
reform bill was designed to “divide 
judgment between the two bills and 
force the defeat of both.” 


MAYOR’S INFLUENCE

Leading members of the De Valera gov- 
ernment are represented as believing that 
Ireland will be invaded in the course of any 
complete assault upon Britain. There is 
even talk of majority support among the 
Irish people for American protection against 
the planned encroachments of the Nazis. 
There is a realization, the dispatch says, 
that the resistance of the Soviet Union has 
saved Ireland from attack this Fall. 

Well may the Irish fear the threat which 
Hitler offers to their island. In his plots for 
world conquest, Ireland is not immune. The 
freedom and independence of Eire depend 
upon the freedom and independence of Eu- 
rope and the world from the me of Hit- 
lerism. The Irish people, who a. fought 
so long and bravely for their country, will 
understand that their fate is now bound up 
with that of the Norwegians, Poles, French, 
Czechoslovaks, Yugoslavs and Greeks. 

It is against the oppressor of these na- 
tions that the Red Army makes its valiant 
stand today. It is for the protection of Ire- 
land from a like fate that the Soviet people 
fight, in the protection of their own home- 
land. 

Eire has every reason today to join hands 
with the Soviet Union and to enter the 
world anti-Hitler front. .

Laval --- Story of France's ran Betrayer

Pierre Laval, one of France's 
turncoat politicians and traitors,

In 1925 he entered 
the cabinet of Briand as Minister 
of Public Works, but not as a So- 
clalist. In 1931 he was Prime Min- 
ister, and in 1935, as a part of his

foretaste of dictatorial ambit‘ons, 
he saw to it that he was not only 
Prime Minister but also Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. 


It was about this time that public 
pressure forced him to sign a mu- 
tual defense pact with the Soviet 
Union, but he kept deferring its 
ratification in the hope of making 
other internaticnal deals. When he 


was finally forced to have it ratified: 


—to the great joy of the French 
people—he made every effort to take 
credit for it before working class 
audiences. But it was none other 
than Laval who worked for the 
destruction of that greatest of 
stumbling blocks, the Franco-Soviet 
Pact.

with an eye to finding inadvertent liberal sentiments by persons who 
now happen to be either in public office or in the public eye. 

Less concerned with American democratic traditions than in the 
Collection of these “indiscretions,” Mr. Pegler or one of his numerous 
scouts disinterred a piece by Mr. Fadiman which appeared in the New 
Masses nearly 10 years ago as a contribution to a symposlum in the 
magazine. 


Fadiman's specific crime, according to the hatchet-man Pegler, | 


was his statement that “my particular turn to the left was a simple 
matter. History, mainly in the form of The Crisis, became my teacher, 
while I was still young enough to learn.” Pegler uncovered other 
damaging bits of evidence to prove that Fadiman revealed traces of 
political understanding back in 1932, but most sinister—to Pegler— 


was Fadiman’s statement that “as I am temperamentally indisposed — 


toward the Black Shirt, there was only one other point of view possible.” 


Having brought to light this devastating “evidence,” which in- e 


cluded a reference to the “American class struggle,” Mr. Pegler pro- 
ceeded to pummel Fadiman in public and to serve notice on the pub- 


lishers of the New Yorker and the manufacturers of Lucky Strike 
cigarettes (sponsors of the “Information, Please” program), that men 


were harboring a dangerous Red. 


Now the proper thing for Fadiman to have done in these circum- 
stances, in our opinion, was to have told Mr. Pegler to go plumb to 
hell, that he had as much right to his progressive notions of 1932 as 
Pegler has to his reactionary ones of 1941.
